DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the invention 
as claimed is not shown in the prior art especially with regard to the second 

conductivity-type semiconductor layers each have a smaller thickness at or below an 
equator of each of the crystalline semiconductor particles than at the zenith/top of the 
particle. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patent 4,514,580; US Patent 4,322,571; US Patent 
6,294,822; WO 99/10935; US 2002/0023674; and US 2002/0162585. In regards to US 
Patent 1 ,753,721 , the inventor has disclosed a granular material with a coating of 
varying thickness, but fails to depict a smaller thickness at or below the an equator of 
the grains.
